INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  total  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year 
was  161  compared  with  ?42  for  the  previous  year0  This  large 
decrease  can  be  largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  this  was 

not  an  epidemic  year  for  measles » 

There  was  only  one  case  of  infectious  disease  admitted  to 
hospital ,,  this  was  a case  of  food  poisoning  contracted  abroad  0 
In  the  five  years  before  1950  admissions  of  infectious  diseases 
averaged  about  40  per  year0  This  is  one  of  the  ways  there  has 
been  a saving  of  precious  hospital  beds0 

Measles 

There  were  129  notifications  of  measles  compared  with  69^+ 
in  I967  and  133  in  I9660  Epidemics  of  measles  normally  show  a 
biennial  rhythm  and  this  was  not  an  epidemic  year  for  measles 0 
It  is  too  early  to  say  how  effective  will  be  the  campaign  of 
measles  vaccination  started,  in  May  1968 „ but  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  break  the  epidemic  which  could  have  been  expected  in  1969o 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  9 cases  of  whooping  cough  compared  with  7 in  19680 
Of  these  7 had  been  immunised  against  whooping  cough  and  2 had  not 

been  immunised 0 

Thus  9 although  immunisation,  against  whooping  cough  does 
not  give  quite  one  hundred  per  cent  protection  there  is  no  doubt 
that  it  has  caused  a great  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  which  previously  caused  considerable  disturbance  in  the 
health  of  young  children 0 The  few  cases  which  do^  occur  in 
immunised  children  are  generally  very  mild0 

Scarlet  Fever 


There  were  only  11  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  compared 
with  2?  for  the  previous  yearc  As  this  disease  is  nowadays  so 
mild  it  is  likely  that  there  are  a number  of  unreported  cases 0 


During  the  last  thirteen  years  there  has  been  n©  ease  of 
diphtheria  in  this  district „ 


Food  Poisoning 

Of  the  four  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  one  was  a man 
who  was  admitted  to  hospital  shortly  after  returning  by  air  from 
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Nigeria . On  investigation  it  was  quite  clear  that  he  had  been 
infected  in  Nigeria 0 The  infecting  organism  was  Salmonella 
bahati,  a type  of  Salmonella  organism  uncommon  in  this  country,, 

Another  sporadic  case  was  a man  living  at  home,  who  had  not 
eaten  out  during  the  previous  fortnight.  None  of  the  rest  of  the 
family  was  affected.  The  infecting  organism  was  Salmonella 
reading.  He  was  a farmer  who  had  considerable  contact  with  farm 
animals . 

The  other  two  cases  were  in  respect  of  an  old  couple  living 
at  home  who  had  not  eaten  out  in  the  near  past.  Specimens  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Brighton,  did  not  reveal  the  presence 
of  any  pathogenic  organisms. 


Dysentery 

Of  the  two  sporadic  cases  of  dysentery  one  was^  of  the  sonne 
type  and  was  probably  picked  up  on  holiday  in  Spain.  A specimen 
submitted  from  the  other  case  was  reported  "Dysentery  group  of 
organisms  not  isolated".  This  must  be  considered  to  be  a case 
of  non-specific  dysentery. 


Typhoid/Paratyphoid  Fever 

No  case  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  occurred  in  this  district 
during  the  year,  but  information  was  received  from  other  areas 
of  cases  contracted  abroad  on  holiday  package  tours.  The  names 
and  addresses  of  persons  from  this  district  attending  the  same  tours 
were  given  but  on  following  up  the  matter  no  further  cases  were 
discovered. 


Poliomyelitis 

There  has  been  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  in  this  district 
during  the  last  nine  years.  The  national  incidence  remains  very 
low  and  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  success  of  the  immunisation 
campaign.  It  is  however  most  important  that  there  should  be  no 
relaxation  of  the  immunisation  programme. 


Tuberculosis 


There  were  7 cases  of  respiratory  and  1 case  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis,  compared  with  2 and  1 respectively  for  the  previous 
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yearQ  Small  fluctuations  such,  as  this  are  of  no  significance  and 
the  numbers  for  the  whole  country  show  & steady  decline 0 

There  was  only  one  death  attributed  to  respiratory  tuberculosis 9 

a man  of  over  65  years  of  age0 

About  a dozen  old  cases  were  reported  as  entering  this  district 
from  other  districts,,  The  majority  of  these  cases  were  retired 
people  only  needing  an  annual  check-up  at  the  chest  clinic 0 
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TMMUNJLSATIQN  IN  CHILDHOOD 

Children  are  now  offered  immunisation  against  Diphtheria „ 
Whooping  Cough „ Tetanus,,  Poliomyelitis „ Smallpox  and  Measles „ 

A scheme  for  vaccination  against  measles  was  started  by  the 
East  Sussex  County  Health  Department  at  the  beginning  of  May0  All 
general  practitioners  were  invited  to  participate  in  the  scheme 0 
Vaccination  was  also  offered  at  schools  and  clinics 0 Vaccination 
consists  of  one  injection  of  live  attenuated  measles  virus  vaccine,,

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Main  water  is  supplied  throughout  the  area  by  the  Eastbourne 
Waterworks  Company,,  The  many  analyses  of  the  water  supplied  from 
the  various  sources  proved  to  be  of  a high  standard  of  purity,, 

24  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  lead  determination  from 
those  sources  which  were  thought  to  have  a tendency  for  lead 
solvency,.  All  samples  showed  a small  trace  of  lead  but  even  so  well 
within  the  safety  limit „ 

Since  19,37  when  the  local  wells  failed  the  village  of  Jevington, 
consisting  of  45  houses , was  supplied  with  main  water  by  standpipe 
only  because  being  situated  in  a water-gathering  area  there  was  the 
risk  of  pollution  of  the  underground  water  sources „ With  the  advent 
of  main  drainage  to  the  village  in  19&8  it  was  possible  to  allow  the 
houses  to  be  connected  to  the  water  maim  In  this  respect  it  was 
necessary  to  augment  the  existing  2”  water  main  to  the  village  by  a 
new  4"  maim

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


During  the  year  new  sewers  were  provided  for  the  village  of 
Jevington  and  a start  was  made  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the 
Parishes  of  Hooe  and  Ninfieldo  The  latter  scheme  is  scheduled 

for  completion  by  1970 0 

An  investigation  was  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  into  the  proposed  Hailsham  (Northern)  and 
(Southern)  area  scheme,  and  whilst  the  need  for  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  improvements  was  accepted  there  were  several 
points  on  which  the  Ministry  asked  for  further  discussion 0 It 
Is  hoped  that  approval  and  loan  sanction  will  be  forthcoming  in 
1969  as  the  need  for  improvements  to  the  Hailsham  Disposal  Works, 
together  with  new  sewers  at  Lower  Dicker,  Upper  Dicker,  Horsebridge, 
Hellingly  and  Northern  Hailsham,  is  now  urgent 0 

Application  was  made  for  approval  and  loan  consent  to  borrow 
£81,000  to  enlarge  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  at  Windmill 
Hill  so  that  the  sewage  from  Herstmoneuex  could  be  dealt  with  at  that 
sitec  The  existing  sewage  works  at  Gardner  Street,  which  were 
provided  in  1908,  have  become  overloaded  due  to  continued  housing 
development  and  it  is  not  practicable  to  deal  with  the  sewage  on  the 
land  available  there 0 Application  was  also  made  for  approval  and 

loan  consent  to  borrow  £44,380  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  some  68  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Ripe„ 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of  Alfriston,  Eastdean, 
East  Hoathly,  Friston,  Hailsham,  Heathfield,  Hellingly,  Herstmonceux, 
Horam,  Jevington,  Ninfield,  Pevensey,  Polegate,  Waldron,  Westham  and 
Willingdon,  and  fortnightly  in  the  remainder  of  the  District  which  is 
rural  in  character „ It  is  estimated  that  92064$  of  the  houses  in  the 
Rural  District  receive  a weekly  collection „ 

A fleet  of  nine  vehicles  of  the  modern  compression  type,  fitted 
with  bodies  having  a capacity  ranging  from  24  to  50  cubic  yards,  are 
utilised  on  collection,  whilst  an  old  side-loading  vehicle  of  10  cubic 
yards  capacity  is  stationed  at  Hellingly  Hospital  where  it  is  filled 
with  refuse  bu  the  Hospital  Staff  and  removed  by  the  Council’s  Staff 
for  emptying  3 times  per  weekD 

It  is  estimated  that  12,800  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  and 
this  represents  13 o 2 cwts  per  1,000  head  of  population  per  day„ 

The  records  show  that  due  to  continued  building  development  the 
number  of  dustbins  to  be  emptied  each  week  increased  by  1,180  during 
the  year*  This  increase  was  dealt  with  by  increased  productivity  by 
the  existing  staff  with  the  result  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
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work  performance  of  one  team  had  reached  152 , whilst  with  three 
other  teams  the  work  performance  varied  between  143  and  147 0 
Undoubtedly  most  collection  teams  have  reached  the  peak  of  their 
performance  and  some  relief  must  be  given  in  the  form  of  additional 
staff  or  vehicles  in  the  near  future 0 

The  number  of  requests  for  the  free  collection  from  houses  of 
unwanted  articles  of  furniture  and  junk  again  increased  and  no  less 
than  1,082  such  collections  were  madeD  The  items  collected  included 
every  conceivable  item  of  furnitures  gas  stoves , refrigerators,, 
washing  machines , water  tanks  and  the  like0  To  cope  with  the  large 
number  of  requests  and  to  provide  a prompt  service  much  overtime 
was  incurred  in  collections  by  the  Ford  3 ton  truck „ Despite  these 
efforts  dumping  of  junk  and  litter  on  roadside  verges  still  occurred 
and  43  such  accumulations  were  collected,,  Unfortunately  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  trace  the  culprits 0 

Twenty-one  abandoned  cars  on  roadside  verges  and  common  land 
were  dealt  with0  The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  local 
car  breaker , whereby  such  vehicles  are  removed  to  his  premises  at  a 
cost  of  £2o0o0o  per  vehicle 0 

This  arrangement  works  fairly  well  but  should  there  be  a large 
increase  in  the  number  of  abandoned  cars  to  be  dealt  with,  then  it 
would  be  desirable  to  consider  alternative  means  of  collection  and 
disposal o 

LEAP  CROSS  DEPOT » 

All  the  Council* s vehicles  are  maintained  at  Leap  Cross  Depot 
and  early  in  the  year  the  extension  to  the  workshop  and  the  provision 
of  a new  Servicing  Bay  was  completed 0 The  staff  consists  of  a 
Foreman  Mechanic , a semi-skilled  mechanic  and  an  apprentice  mechanic, 
and  they  are  now  able  to  carry  out  a phased  maintenance  programme „ 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  from  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  was  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping,  firstly  at  Dicker  Wood,  Haekhurst  Lane,  Chiddingly 
until  May  1968  and  thereafter  at  The  Bungalow  Farm,  Chalvington  and 
Church  Farm,  Chalvington „ It  is  anticipated  that  these  latter  sites 
will  suffice  until  May  X969o  No  manual  labour  is  employed  on  the  tips 

and  all  work  is  carried  out  by  2 mechanical  shovels . 

Approval  and  loan  consent  were  received  from  the  Ministry  for  the 
provision  of  a Vickers  Seerdrum  Pulverisation  Plant  to  be  sited  at 
Ruffets  Wood,  Arlington  and  site  works  commenced  in  <July0  It  is 
expected  that  the  Plant  will  be  erected  and  brought  into  use  early 
in  1969o 
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Twenty-eight  acres  of  woodland  adjoining  the  Plant  have  been 
leased,  and  when  cleared  are  to  be  utilised  for  the  disposal  of 
pulverised  refuse c The  level  of  the  land  is  to  be  raised  6 ft,  and 
then  covered  with  a foot  of  soil  so  that  it  can  be  brought  into  use 
for  agricultural  purposes , 


STREET  CLEANING 


Street  cleaning  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
in  the  built-up  areas  and  shopping  centres  in  18  Parishes  and  a total 
labour  force  of  6 men  and  1 woman  are  employed „ In  the  more  remote 
Parishes  a mobile  gang  of  three  men  operate 0 

Despite  regular  cleaning  of  street  and  pavements  in  the  shopping 
areas,  normally  carried  out  before  9 a,m0,  the  amount  of  litter 
accumulating  by  late  afternoon  makes  one  wonder  whether  the  streets 
have  ever  been  cleaned 0 It  is  quite  apparent  that  until  the  general 
public  becomes  more  litter  conscious  our  streets  will  continue  to  look 
untidy  and  be  littered  with  paper,  cigarette  packets,  et,e0 

Litter  Bins  have  been  provided  in  all  shopping  centres  and  at 
ear  parks,  bus  shelters,  lay-bys  and  beauty  spots 0 That  many  people 
do  use  litter  bins  is  reflected  in  the  necessity  for  emptying  such  bins 

at  least  once  per  week, 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


Cesspools  in  the  Parishes  of  Heathfield  arri  Waldron  are  emptied 
at  regular  intervals  and  the  cost  of  the  service  is  partially  met  by  a 
special  rate  levied  in  those  Parishes 0 Until  31st  March  the  Parish 
of  Horam  enjoyed  a similar  arrangement,  but  at  the  request  of  the  Parish 
Council  this  service  was  terminated.  In  the  remainder  of  the  Rural 
District  cesspools  are  emptied  as  required  and  on  payment  of  charges. 
These  charges  do  not  meet  the  full  cost  of  the  service  and  the  scheme  is 
subsidised  out  of  the  General  Rate  Fund, 

Four  special  vehicles  are  in  use,  but  even  so  it  is  necessary 
for  much  overtime  to  be  worked  in  order  that  prompt  attention  can  be 
given  to  the  requests  for  cesspool  emptying. 

The  majority  of  the  cesspool  contents  are  disposed  of  on 
agricultural  land  and  woodland  remote  from  houses  and  streams. 
Difficulties  were  again  experienced  during  the  winter  months  when  it 
was  not  possible  to  traverse  farm  land  for  the  purpose  of  disposal 
and  long  hauls  were  necessary.

No  less  than  150  Council  Houses  and  22  flats  were  completed  at 
Town  Farm,  Hailsham  and  enabled  re-housing  of  many  families  living  in 

overcrowded  conditions  in  rooms  and  caravans , 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  over  700  applicants  on 
the  Housing  List  but  25 $ approximately  of  this  number  were  elderly 

persons o 

Apart  from  the  loneliness  many  elderly  peoples  especially  the 
widows  living  alone  in  3 bedroom  houses , find  it  increasingly  difficult 
to  look  after  their  houses  and  gardens  and  to  meet  all  necessary 
financial  commitments  in  carrying  out  repairs,,  decorations  and  even 
in  supplying  the  necessary  fuel  and  power  for  heating  purposes 0 The 
many  Old  People* s Welfare  Committees  in  the  District  do  a very  good  job 
of  work  for  this  class  of  person,,  but  obviously  there  is  still  a need 
for  the  provision  of  old  people’s  flats e 

With  houses  available  in  Hailsham  it  was  possible  to  deal  with  a 
few  unfit  dwellings  and  details  are  given  later  in  this  Report 0 

During  the  year  JQ  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were 
received  and  approved.  The  average  amount  of  Grant  per  dwelling  was 
£335 o 25  of  these  Grants  were  in  respect  of  houses  owner-occupied, 
whilst  13  were  in  respect  of  rent-controlled  dwellings , 23  applications 

for  Standard  Grants  were  also  approved  during  the  year  and  these  were 
mainly  in  respect  of  houses  owner-occupied.  Repayment  with  interest  was 
made  in  respect  of  6 Grants  approved  in  former  years. 

No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under 
the  Rent  Act,  1957°

The  problem  of  Gyspies  and  Other  Travellers  continued  and  a 
survey  revealed  some  20  such  families  within  the  Rural  District, 
consisting  of  39  adults  and  67  children 0 Their  caravans  were  sited 
on  roadside  verges,  common  land,  lay-bys  or  on  farms , 


No  less  than  11  families,  together  with  attendant  lorries,  cars, 
etCo  were  living  in  caravans  on  Monkyn  Pyn  Common,  Wilmington  for  many 
months,  with  the  result  that  the  Common  became  an  eyesore  with  refuse, 
old  iron  and  old  cars  being  littered  around. 

Discussions  continued  with  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  on  the 
provision  of  suitable  sites  for  this  class  of  persons,  and  although 
numerous  sites  were  suggested  none  was  acceptable  for  one  reason  or 
another.  The  general  feeling  amongst  local  inhabitants  was  that  the 
Gypsies  should  be  provided  with  sites,  but  not  in  their  Parish, 
Obviously  sites  must  be  found  if  the  problem  is  to  be  solved  and  the 
Gypsies  and  Other  Travellers  integrated  into  ordinary  society,  and 
search  therefore  for  acceptable  and  suitable  sites  continues. 
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MILK  AND  DAIRIES 


There  are  71  retailers  in  the  district  although  this  is  no 
indication  of  the  number  delivering  to  the  consumers;,  as  only  two 
large  firms  supply  milk  to  the  majority  of  the  residents  in  the

Visits  to  the  shops  of  grocers  and  bakers  suggest  that  there  is 
a lamentable  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  need  to  code  mark  goods  with 
a short  shelf  life  to  ensure  that  no  out-of-date  stock  is  sold  or  on 
display0  Many  shopkeepers  still  seem  to  think  they  can  hand  over  the 
responsibility  for  stock  rotation  to  the  wholesaler^  delivery  van 
driver,  and  are  most  surprised  to  find  they  cannot  do  soD  The  issue 
by  manufacturers  of  "coding  calenders"  to  their  retail  outlets  would 
help  considerably  in  preventing  the  sale  of  outdated  stock 0 
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POULTRY 


At  the  end  of  the  year  20  processing  plants  were  registered,  the 
majority  only  being  in  operation  in  the  autumn  and  pre-Christmas  weeks. 

The  standard  of  buildings,  equipment  and  hygiene  in  the  older 
premises  has  been  raised  during  the  year,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  report 
that  co-operation  between  the  operators  and  the  Inspectors  continues  to  be 

good  0 


It  would  seem  that  the  majority  of  capons  killed  are  for  local 
trade?  although  many  thousands  of  broilers  are  reared  in  the  district 
they  are  almost  entirely  removed  from  the  district  for  processing.  The 
throughput  at  the  three  larger  processing  plants  is  almost  entirely 
made  up  of  battery  or  deep-litter  hens  at  the  end  of  their  laying 
careers.  All  birds  which  are,  or  appear  to  be,  unfit  for  human 
consumption  are  set  aside  for  inspection  by  one  of  thei  Council’s 
Inspectors,  The  figures  for  birds  so  condemned  are  included  under 
•food  inspection’. 

Whilst  initially  there  was  considerable  opposition  to  the  provision 
of  proper  turkey  killing  premises  from  producer /farmers , the  suggestion 
that  with  forethought  a building  capable  of  giving  excellent  turkey 
processing  facilities  for  the  essential  three  months  before  Christmas 
could  be  used  for  storage  purposes  for  the  other  nine  months  has  proved 
acceptable.  It  should  be  stressed  that  the  alternative  uses  do  not 
include  animal  rearing,  tractor  garaging  or  the  storing  of  contaminating 
materials , The  result  is  that  better  arrnagements  are  coming  into 
operation  with  improved  hygiene?  next  year  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  report  that  all  the  premises  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations ,

The  one  operator  on  Rodent  Control  has  again  had  a busy  year 
dealing  with  the  many  requests  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and/or 
mice  at  private  dwelling  houses „ Three  major  infestations  by  rats 
and  one  major  infestation  by  mice  were  found  at  houses 0 This  shows 
a decrease  from  previous  years  and  indicates  some  success  in  reducing 
the  number  of  these  pests  within  the  area0 

Film  shows  and  talks  on  Rodent  Control  have  been  given  to 
various  local  associations,,  when  the  operator  has  taken  the  opportunity 
to  stress  the  need  for  care  in  the  siting  of  compost  heaps , bird 
feeding  and  rat  proofing  of  premises 0 

Some  of  the  sewers  which  are  open  to  infestation  have  again  been 
kept  permanently  baited , with  good  results s 

No  cases  of  Warfarin  resistance  have  been  found  in  rats,  but 
cases  of  Warfarin  resistance  in  mice  have  been  met,  when  it  was  necessary 
to  use  other  methods  and  poisons „ 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  Section  4 of 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19^9°
